28 high=quality care at all times to accommodate a wide variety
29 of work schedules. The pilot project is required to serve

30 children living in both rural and urban areas. A nonreversion
31 clause authorizes money remaining unexpended at the close of
32 the fiscal year to carry forward for expenditure in the

33 succeeding fiscal year.
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
